Vietoria Wins 
Total Victory 


elbourne, Dec. 21. 
HE State government 
of Victoria announced 
“total victory” today over 
a swarm of grasshoppers 
that invaded 865 square 
miles. 


The battle started last weekend 
and today the governmem de- 
clared that It had saved crops 
valued at A £16,000,000. 


The State Minister for Agricul- 
ture, ‘Mr Gordon MacArthur, 
said: “It cost us £250,000 
for planes and insecticide to 
spray the plague area of more 
than 365 square miles, But It 
wus worth it, we've won.” 


Stripped Fields 


At the weekend, the Plague was 
at ite worst’ anti airplazies, 
chemicals and men were 
thrown Inte the battle to 
wipe ott hundreds of millions 
of — grasshoppers 
wheat and vegetable crops 
along the lush Murray River 
Valley. 


Clouds of grasshoppers swept 
along this river border be- 
tween Vittoria and New 
South Wales, stripping ficlds 
laying waste gardens ai 
carpeting highways. 


Insecticide companies worked 
overtime to supply vast 
quantities of chem cals, which 
were sprayed by alreraft over 
the afflicted areas. 


On the ground, emergency 
angs dug ditches and filled 
em. with oll, then built 

huge fires in the path of the 
grasshoppers. 


In the earl stages of 
battle, it looked as if 
grasshoppers would be 
strong.

WHAT IS THE MAGI 
OF. ORSON WELLES? 


RSON Welles lists 
himeedf in Who's 
Who as, among 
other things, a pre- 
stidigitator. Prestidigitator 
means sleight-of-hand artist, 
a magician. And that neatly 
describes Orson Welles. 


Orson Welles can make 
you belleve anything. In 
1938 he . had Americans 
panicking jn the streets, He 
made oa radio version of 
HG, Wells’ vThe War of 
the Worlds" just a little 
too real. 


Seven years before that, when 
he was 16, he turned up at 
Dublin's Gate Theatre and an- 
nounced that he was an actor 
of long experience, an ox- 
professional sword-swallower, 
and a genius. 


They believed him. Or, at 
least. they gave him a bly part. 


There are those who think 
that Welles’ magic is little more 
than old fashioned — sieight-of- 
hand, But there ils more to it 
than that. For one thing, Welles 
Js tou clever at ordinary sleight- 
of-hand (give him a deck of 
ecards and he can do anything 
with it short of turning it Into 
a pumpkin) to be taken in by 
the hand that ‘s quicker than 
his eye. 


Furthermore, that doesn't ex- 
plain the. discomfort thousands 
of bell-boys have — suffered 
currying Welles’ hundreds of

Welles’ war with acquisitive- 
ness has nothing ‘to ddé-awtth 
politics.

He 
secs him jas a creature = cupabie 
of ercating his own universe— 
the universe of imagination— 
and he erupts voleanically at 
every attempt to bring man 
down to earth, 


Welles’ magic $s just his ability

In the film, Kane never comes 
to life. The story, told with 
fleshbacks of his life is the story 
of a magazine and newsreel 
editor who is trying to crack 
the secret which animated Kane.

Japan's proposed volun- 
tary control aystem = an- 
nounced today for cotton 
textile exports to the United 
States fuiled to satisfy the 
tertile interests here, press- 
ing for legislative controls.
